Thus 
in a district where there were 50 col- 
ored children, no more than $15 for 
the year was appropriated for their 
benefit. Of course 90 school could 
be sustained apon such a stender al- 
lowance, and the reault was that the 
colored people had to contribute the 
necessary funds or do without # 
school, ‘Tbe duty thus im posed wpon 
them they performed reluctantly, as 
the State luw gave thom the idea 
that they were entitled to free 
schooling.
